School Taxes to Go Up 
IO Percent This Year 


The 
Hamlin 
Independent 
School D istrict Board of Edu­ 
cation voted to raise the dis­ 
tric t’s valuation IO percent at 
its regular meeting June 12. 
This will mean a IO percent, 
increase in school taxes in the 
district this year. The board’s 
action came after the proposed 
budget for 1961-62 was review­ 
ed 
Fred B. Mop re Jr., board 
president, stated that the in­ 
crease 
was necessary to pay 
the district’s share of the pro­ 
posed $810 state pay raise for 
teachers and the loss of values 
in oil porperties this year. 
The IO percent increase will 
bring in $22,000 in additional 
revenue, of this, $17,000 will 


pay on the bonded indebted­ 
ness. 
When 
the state legislature 
passed the teacher’s pay raise, 
and 
most 
observers 
believe 
they will. the local district will 
have to pay about $259 of the 
$810. It will also have to pay 
the full am ount of the pay raise 
en five teachers that the dis­ 
trict does not receive aid on. 
There was a loss in values on 
oil 
properties this year esti­ 
m ated at $250,000 and an in­ 
crease in other values e s tim a t­ 
'd at $50,000, leaving a loss of 
valuation 
of 
$200,000. 
This 
means a loss in revenue of 
$3,000. 
In ihc last five years tho 
district has lost $2,000,000 in 
to pav the district’s share I values, representing a loss of
